MARVELOUS RADIUM. 
THEORY OF LORD KELVIN. - 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES | 

LONDON, Sept. 13—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) ‘What Prof. C. V. Boys terms 
“the miracie of radium” has naturally 
received much attention in scientific 
circles. At a meeting of the science 
branch of the British association, Lord 
Kelvin, in a paper which he read, made 
an interesting suggestion in connection 
with its perpetual emission of heat at, 
according to M. Curies calculation, the 
rate of abopt ninety centigrade calorics 
per gramme per hour. 

He said that if the emission of heat 
at this rate went on for 10,000 hours 
there would be as much heat as would 
raise. the temperature of 900,000 
grammes of water 1 deg. centigrade. 
It seemed utterly impossible to Lord 
Kelvin that this would come from a 
store of energy lost out of the gramme 
of radium in 10,000 hours. 

It seems, therefore, absolutely cer- 
tain that the energy must somehow 
be supplied from without. He sug- 
gested that etheral waves might in 
some way to supply energy to radium, 
while it was emitting heat to matter 
around it. 

Lord Kelvin tiustrated his theory by 
the follocing comparison: 

Suppose a piece of white and a plece 
of black cloth, hermetically sealed in 
similar glass cases, were submerged in 
similar glass vessels of water and ex- 
posed to the sun. The water in the ves- 
sel containing the black cloth would 
be kept very sensibly warmer than 


that containing the white cloth. Here | 


the thermal energy was communicated 
to the black cloth by waves of. un- 
light, and was given out as thermomet- 
ric heat to the water in the glass 
around it. 

Thus through water there was actu- 
ally an energy traveling inward in 
virtue of waves of light, and outward 
through the same space in virtue of 
thermal conduction. 

Lord Kelvin suggested that experi- 
ments be made comparing heat emis- 
sion from radium whelly surrounded 
with thick lead, with that found in sur- 
roundings heretofore used.

Fourth Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Bristow, commenting upon the 
General question of distribution of 
postoffice patronage, explains how 
the referee system originated, and 
how it operates in various States. 
During President Cleveland’s adminis- 
tration civil service reformers and 
others made a vigorous protest against 
the wholesale removal of fourth-class

postmasters, nearly all of whom at 
that time were Republicans. Mr.

When President McKinley was in- 
augurated, he continued the Clevelan 
order, and Postmaster-General Payne 
is now administering the affairs of the 
Postoffice Department on the same ba- 
sis. Mies Todd has served more than 
four years, and the reason urged for 
ber removal by Senator Allee—that she 
made her office a headquarters for a 
faction of the Republican party—is 
regarded as sufficient to justify the ac- 
tion recently taken. 

The practice of dividing up postoffice 
patronage in Delaware between Sena- 
tors Allee and Bal is the same as that 
in operation in all t the States. The 
rule which guides the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral in making these appointments pro- 
vides that in any State like Delaware, 
where there are two Republican Sena 
tors, and no representatives of the 
same ‘party, Genators are selected as 
referees. 

In Republican States having Demo- 
cratic Representatives in the House 
the postoffice patronage of the Demo- 
cfatic districts is divided between the 
two Senators. as in the case of New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and 
other States in which the Congres- 
sional de'ecation is not solidly Repub- 
lican. 

In. Republican districts the Repre- 
sentatives are recognised as referees 
in the Postofficé Department. In sol- 
idiy Democratic States the member of 
the National Republican Committee, 

Committee chairman, or some 
one of the Re~ublican faith accentable 
to the administration ie selected as ref- 
eree in all questions involving the dis- 
tribution of Federal pat- mage. in 
some of the Democratic States two or 
three referees are chosen, and their 
united recommendations are required 
to settle disputes, which frequently - 
cur. 
There is another recognised rule at 
the Postoffice Department which en- 
ables all of ths Democratic Senators to 
have the naming of their home post- 
masters.

Sept. 13.—({Exctusive 

teh] Edward F. Cragin, noted 

und ontractor. das written 

a letter to the President on the subject 

of the proposed intereceanic canal, 

Cragin regards the Nicaragua route 

as the only logical one. His letter is, 
in part, as follows: 

“To His Excellency. the President of 
the United States: Having been re- 
quested to write to you in relation to 
the importance of promptest action 
possible in connection with the isth- 
mian canal, I beg to state briefly the 
case as it seems to mie today. As you 
will understand after reading this let 
ter, I sincerely trust that no extensions 
of any kind will be made to Colombia. 
I stand ready to substantiate all the 
statements here made. 

“A well-known engineer, who has 
studied carefully and in person both

As regards Panama, how- 
ever, there were new and unsolved 
problems that would prevent them 
from making a definite figure 


“It will be noticed in the commis- 


problems in connection with the Nica- 
ragua Canal. Not two of them seemed 
to agree on how to overcome some of 
the problems of the Panama Cana’. 
The Panama Canal, thus, is the most 
difficult to construct from an engineer- 
ing and contracting standpoint.” 

Mr. Cragin then dwella on ne- 
cessity of police control by the con- 
tractors, and says that under the 
treaty, which leaves Panama and Co- 
lon free from canal police control, it 
ix practically impossible for the con- 
tractors to have such pclice control as 
is necessary. 

The contrast between the two routes 
as regards sanitation is equally strong, 
in Mr. Cragin's opinion. In this con- 
nection he says: 

“Panama, with 30,000 to 50,000 popu-

Even (fresh 
meats, as we have recently seen in 
Les Angeles, are dosed with formaline. 
Likewise milk, which is especially 
criminal and cruel, betause it is the 
sole food of @ great many infants, 
whose delicate nd susceptible diges- 
tive organs mut be ruined. and their 
health, and sometimes their lives, sac- 
to the selfish gfe4d of there 
mi venders. «Almost all canned fco4s, 
ell bottled beers, and much of the wine 
on the market, contain salycilic acid 
cr some other preservative. Of seven 
sampies of salt codfish, examined by 
the Maine food experts, every one was 
found to contain salycilic acid. It is 
scarcely necessary to tell any intelligent 
person that the constant swallowing 
of such preservatives, day after day, 
even when taken in minute quantities, 
must inevitably be injuriovs, and is 
doubtiess the cause of many obsecure 
cases of sickness. 

What we need—and need badiy—is 
mot merely a law to keep oui adul- 
terated foods from abroad, but one that 
vill absolutely prevent the manufac- 
ture and sale of adulterated foods at 
home. The people of the United 
States should demand of Congress that 


much a law be passed. and should not 


be satisfied until they get it, irrespec- 
tive of the determined opposition of 
the powerful meat-packing interosis. 
There are few more important ques- 
tions before the country today than 
this, for it is one that directly af- 
fects every man, woman and child.

A COSMOPOLITAN STATE. 

According to an article complied 
by the California Promotion Commit- 
tee, there are 64,588 natives of New 
York State now living in California. 
New York heads the list, while IIIt- 
rele is second, with 42,304 Other 
states which have contributed largely 
are as follows: Missouri, 35,076; Ohio, 
84.869; lowa, 26,739; Pennsylvania, 25,- 
283; Masrachusetts, 19,818: 
19,283; Maine, 14,732; Michigan, 14,592: 
Wisconsin, 13,826; Kansas, 13,266: Ore- 
gon, 11.127; Kentucky, 9,988: Vermont, 
5859; New Jersey. 5314; Connecticut, 
4751: New Hampshire, 3767: Minnesota, 
7620; Nebraska, 7170; Louisiana, 32393; 
Colorado, 3829; Nevada, 7195; Washing- 
ton, 4030. Contributions from other 
States are close to or under the 3000 
mark. There are altogether 367,240 na- 
tives of other States in California. In 
opposition to these figures it is in- 
teresting to note that there are only 
76,068 natives of California living in 
other States, and there are 1,117,813 
natives of California. 

Several years ago The Times pub- 
lished in one of ite midwinter num- 
bers a statement showing the nativ- 
ity of the voters of Los Angeles county. 
as shown by the great register. Of 
the 53,513 voters registered that year. 
30,430 were of foreign birth, Germany 
lending, followed by England and 
British America. Reckoning England 
and British America together there 
were 23°98 British born citizens, as 
compered with 2446 from Germany, te- 
land coming third with 1576. The States 
of the Union that contributed over a 
thousand to the population were as 
follows: California, 52344: Illinois, 4106: 
Indiana, 1872; lowa, 2337; Kentucky. 
1013; Maine, 1062; Massachusetts, 1610; 
Michigan, 1292: Missouri. 2178: New 
York, 5048; Ohio, 4530; Pennsylvania, 
5670: Wisconsin, 1288. 

It is doubtful Whetder there is in 
the United States a more cosmopoll- 
tan State than California.

ISHOP CONATY preached at St. 
Vincent's yesterday from the text;

Conaty, in view of the opening of St. 
Vincent's College on Monday, di- 
rected his thought to the history of 
the Cathoiic Church in education, and 
seid that in a single discourse he 
could only touch upon the heads of 
chapters in the books which told of 
the history of the world during the 
past twenty centuries, because the his- 
tory of the Catholic Cuurch in edu- 
cation is closeiy allied with the nale- 
tory of the nacions, 

He spoke of the church as a teacher 
sent oy Christ te teach the nations, 
and said tnat from the Pentecostal day 
until the present the church had been a 
teacher of Christ crucified, and of all 
the truths necessary for the up-build- 
ing and salvation of society. 
church had also a sacramental as weil 
as a gospel message, and its duty in 
the werkt was to teach men the wuta 
ef God and infuse into their souls the 
sacraments and supernatural me by 
which they were to be made the chil- 
dren of God. P te the school 
idea. the Bishop that it would

— Athens and lexandria. 
cathedral schools sprang up beside 
the Episcopal churches and oftentimes 
in them the development of the Chris- 
tian teaching reached toward = the 
higher instruction not only of the 
clerics, but of all the children of the 
Christians. 

With the conversion of the Roman 
Emperors came the basilicas of the 
Christians, and then also came the 
church, higher development of the 
Christian school, through the Palatine 
schools, through the monasteries and 
onmward to the universities. It would 
be very interesting to trace the evolu- 
tion of those early Christian schoo'ls 
to the monastic development, when 
from the monasteries east and wen 
came mighty systems of education, by 
which messes of students were taught 
net merely the doctrines of the church, 
but also the learning of the pagan 
monasteries, thus fitting them with 
that knowledge which the world de- 
manded in the well-educated Christian 
man. Glastonbury, Yarrow, Cante- 
bury and Iona such monastic 
schools, where for nearly a thousand 
years history and faith found a com- 
mon home. Those were days when, for 
threé centuries, Ireland was one great 
university, whence issued the light 
which illuminated all Europe, where, 
as Count De Montalambert tells us, 
the poor and the rich, the peasant, as 
well as the Prince, had access and 

d nothing. Europe, Germany, Spain, 
taly, Switzerland had their monastic 
development which led in the Middle 
Ages toward the mighty system of 
universities covering the land with 
great centers of learning, in which doc- 
tors of the Christian church, men 
learned in arts and science, men of in- 
tellect and asancity, stood im the school- 
reom, went to the public squares every- 
where, and always upholding the great 
truths of Christianity, and side by side 
with them, the mighty lessons of the 
nature about them. The university 
marks the highest progress in educa- 
tional life. e story of the univers!. 
ties in a story of the Christian monk 
laying the foundation of the Christian 
school and encouraging its growth and 
upbullding its walls. From the decline 
of the monastic system in the eleventh 
century until the Reformation in the 
sixteenth, the world recognizes the 
great period of the university develop- 
ment. The history of the universities 
of the Middle Ages, many of which ex- 
ist today, is one of the most interest- 
ing pages in educational life. Of the 
forty-four universities founded by 
charter before 1400, there are thirty- 
one which possess papal charters. 
These universities received their power 
and influence through the privileges 
of the church, and were centers of 
secular as well as religious training. 

Bishop Conaty referred to the open- 
ing of St. Vincent's College, and spoke 
of the sacrifices which were being made 
by the congregation of devoted men 
who had since 1865 carried on the sys- 
tem of collegiate work in the city of 
Los Angeles, and assuring them that 
they had his deep and abiding interest 
in the greatest possible success, while 
he prayed earnestly that all the peo- 
ple would recognize that the effort 
made by the college, not only in col-
